IMPORTS  AND  EXPORTS  FOR  1893,  1894,  AND  1895. 

The  subjoined  statements  show  the  values  of  merchandise  imported 
into  and  exported  from  the  United  States,  by  countries,  for  the  years 
ending  June  30,  1893,  1894,  and  1895,  together  with  the  increase  or 
decrease  in  1895  as  compared  with  each  of  the  two  preceding  years. 
It  is  deemed  inadvisable  to  include  the  fiscal  year  1892,  as  the  coin- 
cidence of  our  immense  wheat  crop  in  1891,  with  the  pronounced  failure 
of  this  cereal  throughout  the  greater  part  of  Europe,  swelled  our  export 
values  to  such  unusually  high  figures  as  to  make  that  year  unavailable 
as  a  basis  for  comparison.  The  following  figures,  giving  the  values  of 
domestic  merchandise  exported  classed  as  agricultural  and  nonagri- 
cultural,  for  the  six  years  ending  June  30,  1895,  show  that  the  impor- 
tant increase  in  our  export  values  for  1892  was  wholly  due  to  increase 
m  agricultural  exports.  Wheat,  wheat  flour,  and  rye  alone  were 
exported  in  1892  to  the  value  of  nearly  8110,000,000  in  excess  of  our 
average  export  values  during  the  six  years  1890  to  1895.

These  figures  indicate  a  large  falling  off  in  the  value  of  agricultural 
exports  for  1895  as  compared  with  preceding  years.  As  compared  with 
the  average  of  the  six  years,  1890  to  1895,  our  agricultural  exports  fell 
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short  by  about  $90,000,000.  This  shortage  is  mainly  due  to  shrinkage  of 
prices.  The  unprecedented^  low  prices  of  wheat  (including  flour)  and 
cotton  in  Europe  brought  our  export  values  of  these  articles  for  1895 
down  to  $300,000,000.  If  the  same  prices  for  these  products  had  been 
obtained  that  ruled  in  1892,  the  quantities  exported  during  1895  would 
have  brought  into  our  coffers  the  sum  of  $460,000,000,  and  even  at  the 
prices  ruling  during  the  preceding  year  $390,000,000  would  have  been 
realized  for  wheat  and  cotton,  instead  of  $300,000,000.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  know  that  the  worst  seems  to  be  over,  and  that  the  prices  of 
both  these  products  are  higher  now  than  they  were  a  short  time  ago. 


EXPORTS. 


The  table  of  exports  shows  that  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1895,  we  sold  to  foreign  nations  $808,000,000  worth  of  merchandise, 
which  is  $85,000,000  less  than  in  the  preceding  year  and  $40,000,000 
less  than  in  1893.  This  falling  off  is  attributable  to  the  depreciation 
in  the  prices  of  our  commodities,  occasioned  by  the  lessened  demand 
for  them  in  foreign  markets.  How  much  the  lower  prices  paid  for  our 
commodities  contributed  toward  bringing  down  the  total  value  of  our 
exports  can  be  seen  from  the  following  statement:  In  1894  the  United 
States  exported  2,683,000,000  pounds  of  cotton,  valued  at  $211,000,000. 
In  the  following  year  our  exports  rose  to  3,517,000,000  pounds,  but  they 
were  valued  at  only  $205,000^000,  or  $6,000,000  less  than  the  much 
smaller  quantity  of  the  preceding  year.  If  the  average  export  price  of 
cotton  for  the  fiscal  year  1894-95  had  been  the  same  as  for  the  preced- 
ing year,  the  total  value  of  our  cotton  exported  would  have  reached 
$277,000,000  instead  of  $205,000,000.  Had  prices  remained  stationary, 
our  bacon  would  have  brought  $42,000,000  instead  of  $38,000,000,  and 
our  lard  $43,000,000  instead  of  $37,000,000.  The  above-named  three 
kinds  of  merchandise  alone,  if  sold  at  former  prices,  would  have 
brought  up  the  total  value  of  our  exports  nearly  to  the  figures  of  the 
preceding  year.  The  retrograde  movement  of  exports  both  as  to 
quantity  and  value  is  very  pronounced  in  the  following  commodities :

IMPORTS. 


The  value  of  merchandise  imported  during  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1895,  was  $732,000,000,  as  against  $655,000,000  during  the  preceding 
year.  It  may  be  noted  incidentally  that  the  value  of  dutiable  mer- 
chandise imported  increased  from  $275,000,000  in  1894  to  $369,000,000 
in  1895,  while  merchandise  free  of  duty  showed  a  decrease  from 
$380,000,000  to  $363,000,000  for  the  two  years.
